ard, who has been visiting Sir John Pender, 
will roturn to town on Thursday next and 
will start for Scotland nexb week. He will 
probably bo away from London during moat 
of tho month of Novomber. The storloB 
about Mr. Bayard delaying his departure 
owing to his expeoting the Marquia of Salis- 
bury's reply to tho note of the United Statos 
regarding Venezuela, aro unfoundod, 
lb is generally believed that the 
Premier is awaiting tho arrival here 
of Sir Charles Cameron Lees governor 
oi Briti8b>Guiana who has been called home 
and the return to town of the Secretary of 
Sbate for tho Colonies, Rt. Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, beforo replying to the Amer- 
ican note. It is probable, however, that 
there is aomo slgnlfiaar.ee in the action of 
tho Marquis of Salisbury in poatponing hla 
regular reooption to tho membora of the 
diplomatic corps, whioh was to have taken 
plaoe to-morrow, and lb is considered likoiy 
thut tho reply will bo sent before tho post- 
poned reoeption is held. 

George E. Peele, secretary of tho Gold 
Standard Dofence ABBOoiation, in addressing 
tho Briatol chambor of commoroo to-day, 
congratulated his hearers upon the decline 
of tho fortunes of bimetallism. This, he 
said, was largely duo to tho output of gold 
from South Africa, which has practically 
settled the question. Neither China or 
Japan, he asserted, wanted a conforonoo on 
tho silver quostion. If we undervalued our 
gold and overvalued our silver the former 
would vanlah to tho Far EaBt. 

Tho stoamor Laurado, Capt. Hughea, from 
Now York for Kingsbon, Jamaioa, Oobobor 
21, reports upon her arrival at that port, 
that afbor leaving Now York ahe mob two 
boats outside the bay in which wero thirty- 
four CubanB, who embarked upon tho Liur- 
ada, They were dlBombarked off Cuba, 
Tho steamer also mot two othor boats which 
carried thirty-two oaaeaof ammunition which 
wore taken o= board and which wore again 
unloaded on Sunday while tho Bteamor waa 
off Guoutanamo, Cuba, after whioh Bho pro. 
ooadod to Jamaica, 

Tho reproBentatiyoa of tho foreign offioo 
horo discredit tho Hongkong diapatoh to tho 
Globo. Thoy aay that Wong Chi Chuan 
went to St. Petersburg during the autumn 
of 1894, before tho troaty of peaoe botwoon 
China and Japan waa aignod, and that if 
any suoh ngreemenb was ever made botwoon 
China and Russia ib waa probably done 
during hla visit to tho Russian capital. 

It is generally thought thia evening that 
M. Bourgeois or Ribob will bo Invibod to 
form a now oabinob. Le Tempa aays : "The 
graveat fear of tho situation is the manner 
in whioh tho oabinut was overthrown. No- 
body knows why It waa defeated. Another 
disquieting faob ia that nobody boob on what 
baBia a now ministry can be formed." 

Tho trial took plaoe to. day at Berlin of a 
number of journalists, charged with lese 
MBjeBte, among them being Herr Joseph 
Diorl, editor of tho Vorwaerta, who was aen- 
tenood to imprisonment for six montha. 
Others tried on tho Bamo oharge wero Herr 
Pfnndt, who was aontenoed to imprlaon- 
ment for alx montha. and Herr Randment 
whoso Bentenoe was a year. 

It is reported that ex Qaeon Lilluokalanl 
has bought two estates in AuBtria, in whioh 
country Bho ia expeoted to arrive In the 
autumn of 1896, after a long stay in London. 

Capt. -Gen. Martinez de Campos has do- 
oided to nuepond further militry operations 
In Eaatoru Cuba while the rain lasts. 



London, Oot. 29.— The Times publishes a 
dispatch from Hongkong which says t 
"Speaking at a public banquet at Vladivo- 
etook, on Soptember 27, which waa givon 
in his honor, on the occasion of hla departuro 
for Europe, General Doukhoaky, governor of 
Eastern Siberia, referred to tho new Man. 
churian concession and atrongly urged that 
the oommunlty bo nob alarmed by it, for 
Vladivoatook muBt remain the headquarters, 
though a portion of tho fleet would bo at 
Port Arthur. Tbo Governor and Port Ad. 
miral of Vladivostok spoke in the same 
strain," 

Threo missions, with an escort of 100 
CosBaoks each, have started rospeotively 
from Nerohinek, Blagovoatichonak and Ni- 
kolsk to cxploro and survey cortain portions 
of tho interior of Manchuria, 

A Shanghai telegram statoa that five 
Ruaaian warahips are inside and nine are 
outaide of bho harbor at Port Arthur. 

An Odessa despatch to the Times says 
that another orulaor of tho Russian volun- 
teer fleob has started with a contingent of 
sailors, ammunition and war material to 
join tho RuaBiaD fleet orulBing near Japan. 

The Times says editorially : " Tho official 
denial of our HongkoDg despatch Is given In 
a form leaving no doubt that at least aa re- 
gards the double approach to Port Arthur 
our correspondent at Tionbsin was misled. 
Yeb if he erred it was in good company, the 
governor of Siberia having been undor the 
same impression." 

The Standard, Conservative; says in an 
editorial : " Russia has gob her answer, and 
her intended treaty with China waa torn up 
before it came into existence." 

The news received from Hongkong that 
an outbreak against foreigners la expected 
at Canton, aeema to indioato that there has 
boen a renewal of the widespread anti-for- 
eign feeling. Tho British oonsnl at Han- 
kow, it ia known, was warned that an out- 
break would occur at Wuoheng on Septem- 
ber 12. In view of thia the Swediah and 
.American ladies left Wucheng and sought 
shelter in the consulate at Hankow, and 
later the children of the American 
Episcopal missionaries were taken to 
a plaoe of safety. It appears that 
the Chinese braves who were ordered 
to disband after the war objeoted to doing 
so and plotted to abtaok the foreigners, al- 
though none of tho latter were to bo killed. 
Tho governor of Wuoheng thought ib boat 
not to carry out the disbanding dooree, and 
thuB the outbreak waa averted. 

Berlin, Oct. 29.— A deapatoh received 
from Seoul to-day says that the Japanese 
offioials have announced their intention of 
evaouatlng Korea at the same time aa the 
evacuabion of the Liao Tung peninsula 
takes place. The deapatoh also says thab 
the disbanding of the Korean troops trained 
by the Japanese, aa demanded by the Rus- 
sian and French government, is regarded 
with anxiety in Japanese ciroles, as, it Is 
olaimed, this would leave the kingdom of 
Korea without any force with which to 
maintain order after the Japanese depart. 

St. Petersburg, Oot. 29.— The Vladivo. 
stook correapondont of tho Novoe Vremya- 
telegraphs that the Chinese secret societies 
are showing marked activity, and that they 
■to enjoying the support of many officials 
who are members of these organizations. 
The eituation is regarded aa being very 
oritical. 

Tho Novoe Vremya publishes a diapatoh 
from Vladivoatook aaying that the British 
squadron of warships In the waters of the 
far Eaat haB been concentrated abFou Chan, 
and adda : " Great Bribainis zealously seek- 
ing a protexb for declaring war upon China 
in order to counteract, the success of Russia 
and restore her shattered prestige in tho 
Pacific." 

EXPLOSION IN LONDON. 

Tho Strand Roused by tho AVrecking of a 
House— Sevorul Lives 
boat. 

London, Oot. 29. — An explosion, aup- 
posod to have boon caused by escaping gaa, 
wrockod a houso, reducing it to atoms, on 
New Churoh Court, Strand, this evening. 
A number of porsona have boen killed and 
many ir jured by the collapae of the houae. 
Tbo bullding'oonaistod of throe floors, and its 
tenants wore moatly Covent Garden market 
porters. A deafening roar was auddenly 
heard and then tho houso collapsed aB if 
made of cirdB, causing much oxoitoment In 
the neighborhood. 

As a result of tho explosion the now 
Churoh Court was blockod with a groat 
maaa of burning debria, which was made up 
of tho wreckage of tho houso in whioh the 
exploBion occurred. Tho firemen while 
aearching in the burning debria In an effort 
to extrioato the viotims were buried benoath 
the upper story of tho adjoining house, 
which suddenly collapsed. Ono of tho 
unfortunate firemen was rescued in an 
unconsoions oondition, but the othor still re- 
mains burled in the ruins. It was ascertained 
later that only six persons were buried in 
tho rulna caused by the oxploaion. Six 
othor pononB Injured by tho aooidont have 
boon taken to the hospital, whilo all of them 
have beon terribly wounded. 



A roporter, in describing tho murder of a 
man named Jorkins, aaid : " Tho murderer 
was ovidently in queabof money, bub luckily 
Mr. Jorkins had dopoaited all his funds in 
tho b*nk the day boforo, ao thab he lost 
nothing but hla life."

Nanaimo, Oct. 29.— John Kalncmal, a 
aiilor on tho atoamor Jeannie, waa convoyod 
to the city hoapital on Saturday Buffering 
Irom a compound fraoture of tho loft kneo 
joint by a blow from tho windlaaa a few dayB 
before tho atoamor arrived at Departure 
Bay. The captain dreaaed tho wound, but 
on tho arrival of tho atoamor no tlmo waa 
loat in Bonding for Dr. Davie, who had the 
man taken to tho hoapital. 

A new tiah ladder ia being conatruotod at 
the dam of tho paper mill at Alberni lead- 
ing to Sproat lako. This ia the firab ladder 
of the kind uaud In tho province, ao tho ro- 
ault will be watched with aomo intereat. 

On Friday Mr. John Hurat, of tho Gun 
und Rod hotel, Englishman's river, gave hia 
long lookod for dance and auppor, which 
turnod out to bo a grand aucceBa.

A motion of Aid. D.ivldaon'a pasaod tho 
council last night to have tho hoalth officer 
analyze tho water supplied to the cily. Thia 
ia on aocount of tho numeroua complaints 
heard on all aidcB of tho bud quality of the 
water supplied. 

NELSON. 
(From tho Nolson Minor.) 
The Hall Minoa, Ltd., is calling for ten- 
ders for tha supply of 100,000 bushola of 
charcoal. 

Paul Johnson haB gone to Salt Lake City 
and is bringing back with him skilled handa 
for the different departments in tho Bmeltor- 
The tramway ia practically finiahed and is 
in working ordor. Tho other works are in 
full swing and a visit to the locality is full 
of interest. The bricks for the ataek havo 
been purchasod at Colville. 

Tho steamer Nakusp is unable to oopo 
with the amount of freight offering on tho 
Columbia river, oven with tho aid of the 
Kootenay. Though the Nakuep makes two 
trips a week and her capacity is 300 tons 
ahe haB still to leave a quantity behind at 
Reveletoke. ThiB ia inward freight and in- 
cludes large quantities of machinery for tho 
Hall Minoa, and for the War Eagle and 
othor Trail Creek mines. The output moan- 
while is increasing and the Sloo&n has not 
yet commenced. The Trail Creok shipments 
bo far since the end of June last exceodod 
11,000 tone. It ia proposed to build another 
boat. 

ItOSSL AND, 

(From tho Nolson Minor.) 
A rich strike is reported from the St. 
Elmo. 

The Homestake and Gold Hill mines have 
both been stookod, whiah is being offered ab 
15 conta on tho dollar. 

The Iron Horse ia amoDg the regular 
shipping mines, and daily shipments are be- 
ing made via Trail. 

The buildings for the Centre Star com- 
pressor, etc., are finished, and are very neab 
and useful looking, being built of corrugat- 
ed iron and painted red. 

Wm. Davidson wbb in from Sheep crook 
on Wednesday and reporta having struck a 
very fine body of ore at the end of hia 115- 
foot tunnel on the Mother Lode olaim. 

The Joaio ia entirely owned in Spokane, 
the intereats of some Eastern shareholders 
having been purohasod by the officers of the 
company. Two years ago Dr. E. J. Smith 
and Mr. R. N. Gage, of Wisoonsin, wore in- 
duced to help out tho other owners of tho 
mine by investing $0,000 in it. They have 
now been paid $37,500 for their share. 

"NEW DENVER. 
(From tho Lodge,) 
The work train on the Kaalo & Slooan 
railway reached Sandon on the 23rd insb., 
and the C.P.R. expect to be in in a few 
days. 

A pump and hoiating machine are to ba 
pub in the Antoine. 

Eleven men are working on tho Ajax and 
four on the American Boy. Ten men are 
working on the Ruth and more will bo pub 
on in a few days. 

JameB McNeil ia working his olaim near 
Cody creok and will ahip ore this wintor. 

A 300-foot tunnel ia being run on the 
Surprise in order to do away with hoiating 
the ore. 

Chambers, Beoker and Colwoll are work 
ing the Chambors, and expect to ship oro 
before long. 

Sovoral more olaims havo bo6n staked ad- 
joining tho C.P.R. syndicate, in tho Sprin 
ger Crook section. 

Tho Curry will bo roady to ship whon tho 
anow comes. 

Tho Burfaco indications on tho striko ro 
oently mode by Clay and hiB partners, on 
the north fork of Lemon creek, aro bho boot 
yet seon in tho oountry. 

N. F. McNaught, of the Alpha, owns four 
olaims at tho head of Dayton creok, and has 
two men at work trying to striko tho Ex 
change lead. 

Cody Creek townsite will bo placod on 
the market in a few days. John M. Wintor 
is building a hotel here, which will bo ready 
for business oarly in Novomber. 

TltAIL CREEK. 

(From tho Trail Crook Minor.) 

StusBi brothers have obbained conbrol of 
tho Fool Hon, Trail Creek, and aro now 
having very fiabtering results. 

Tho drift on tho Crown Point la now in 
about forty feet and Is In solid oro. Tho 
mine has never looked so well before. Tho 
Bhafb is down eighty feet, and It is thought 
will soon citoh the dip of tho groat oro body 
found in tho drift. 

The now maohlnory for bhe Loo and Maid 
of Erin has arrivod and is now being put in 
placo. 

Therb aro thirteen men ab work on tho 
Gold Hill and good c»blna have boon built 
for an all wintor campaign. When tho mon 
had gone in eight foot on tho drift they 
found oro and they now have a body four 
foet wide which aBsaya from $20 to $ 10 per 
ton gold, with three per oont ooppor. 

Tho War Eaglo company Ib now In shapo 
to do more offoctlvo work. Tho small com- 
pressor for temporary use has arrivod and 
has boon pub up near tho mouth of No. 2 
tunnol. Ib will be ready for bualnoss to day 
and two power drills will bo sot to work. Ib 
Is now hoped No. 2 tunnol oan bo pushod 
forward to tho big pay ahoot of the mlno bo- 
fore Christmaa. 

W. H. Taylor thinks tho Mountain Viow 
ore will run eoven or oight dollars per ton in 
gold and that tho mlno could supply soveral 
hundred tons a day. 

Tho Le Koi company has let a contract to 



T. C. Novas and Tommy Farguaon to aink 
seventy feet on the present main shaft of 
the Diine. This will tako it down to the -100 
foot hvel where a atation la to bo mado. 

Tha men in tliii Iron Horse are running 
on both tho foot und hanging wulls with 
about twenty-two feet of good shipping ore 
between. Thia ore is allowed to stand for 
the present and will nob be taken oub till tho 
mine U further explored. Thoro is now no 
roaeonablo doubt among oompotout mining 
monthabltis tho War Blgle vein which 
run* through tho Iron Horse. 

No work ia boing done in tho Centre Star, 
oxcapfc the making of an upraiso from the 
tunnol to tho surface. The lodgo showings 
at two or throo places just above the com- 
pressor building aro of great extent, one of 
them boiog about forty foet wido. 

We shall probably hear more from this 
timo on of tho Celtio Quoon on the oast of 
tho Leo which undoubtedlycatches theledges 
that run from tho Crown Point to tho Leo. 
Thero ia fino showing on tho oast end of tho 
Celtic Qjeen, as woll as on Trilby adjoining. 

John V. Colo, Charles P. Oudin and D J. 
Hughes, tho original owners of the O. K., 
have sold thoir Interests to a syndicate 
reprosentod by Joseph L. Warnor, of Seattle. 

Tho Doer Park is a wonder bo fur as a big 
body of boautiful clean looking oro is con- 
cornod. One wall has been found, but tho 
other ia not visible, although a cross cut of 
thlrty-fivo feet hao beon mado. 

A shaft has beon startod on bhe Evening 
Scar and a tunnel will bo drivon to ib from 
below. Somo very good oro has boen taken 
from tho shaft. 

Tho Colona is looking woll. On Thurs- 
day thoro were two foot of oro in tho bottom 
of tho shaft. Tho ore body has widened 
aomowhat and tho valuo romaino good, bo- 
ing about $30 gold and fifteen por cent, 
copper. 

Those who prodioted tho Niokel Plato 
would be a mine woro probably not mis- 
taken. At tho dopth of 125 foot there aro 
full two feet and a half of tho finest grade of 
oro in the camp, running about $100 a ton 
in gold. Two small shoots of rich ore have 
beon found, oaoh about a foot wide. The 
oro from one of those showed $111 in gold 
and a good coppor porcontage.

The Hon. Premier in reply to tho toast of 
" tho Premier and Council," reforred to hia 
recent journey to Encland and tho satisfac- 
tory issuo of tho last Provincial Loan, bo the 
very promising feature of the Kootenay 
mining industry and tho important results 
expectod from the British Pacific Railway 
Company's line boing builb and the excel- 
lent aharaoter already obtained in the mar- 
kets of the N. W. Territories by B. C. frulb. 

The toast of " Tho Association " given by 
Hon. J. H. Turner, was eloquently re- 
sponded to by the secretary, Mr. T. A.

The Immense Amount of Wealth Produced 
Attested by U.S. CuBtoru Houee 
Figures, 

Seattle, Oob. 29. — Ofiioial figures from 
bhe United States custom house at North- 
port show the immense woalth that ia being 
produced from tho minoa at Trail Creek. 
M. J. Maloney, deputy oollector of euBtoms 
of Whatoom, who has boen temporarily In 
charge of tho custom house at Northport 
says : 

" About Beven cirloads of 40,000 pounds 
each have hnon passing through from the 
Pilot Bay smelter every week, worth $16,- 
800 The oro is subjecb to a duty of 1 oent 
per pound on the groas weight. The duty 
on imports from that point, if all oolleotod 
there, would amount to $30,000 a month, 
bub a large proportion of the bullion goes 
through on warehouse ontrloB. The actual 
oolleations aro about $20,000 a month. 
Thero haa alBO boon imported from Trail 
Creek during tho six months ondod Soptem- 
30, 40,000,000 pouadB of ore, containing 
gold, silver, ooppor and iron, worth $1,200,- 
000. on which thoro was no duty, as tho 
iron waB of no commercial value. 

" A smelter with a capacity of 200 tons a 
day 2b now undor oonstruotion at Rosslund, 
which will make oopper matte ; but this 
will only arcommodato two mines, and 
there are alroady eleven producing mlnos in 
bho district. Most of those minoa aro 
owned by Spokauo poople, George Turnor be- 
ing tho managor of one of them, and there 
have boonqulto a number of Seattle poople 
there this soason."

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FKENCH CABINET CKISIS. 



Circumstances Which Led to the Resigr 
nation of Premier Ribot and 
His Colleagues. 



Sweeping 1 Charges in Connection With 
Panama Canal anil South of 
France Railway. 

Paius, Oat. 29.— In the chamber of depu 
ties Monday M. Roumaunot, who haa been 
prominent In exposing those who were cou 
noeteil with the Panama canal and Southorn 
railroad syndiciten, questioned the govern 
mont regarding tho South of Franco railroad 
scandal, it boing alleged that a number of 
BenatorB, deputies and othora havo made 
largo profits out of the oompany by fair or 
unfair means. He naked for explanations as 
to tho partiality which had been shown to- 
ward thoBO Involved in ths scandal, claiming 
that tho authorities had been afraid to pro- 
secute them bocauao deputies and senators 
involvod with the lato Baron Reinach, of 
Panama oanal fame, had disposed of 8,850, 
000 francs in devious ways on behalf of the 
Southern railways. Ho demanded that tho 
minister of justice, M. Trurieux, publish the 
documents in the caso which were in his 
possession, and which would throw light on 
tho Eubjeo.\ 

M, Binder, a member of tho right, at onoe 
charged the ministers with culpable lenity, 
and demanded that tho guilty bo punished. 

M, Trarieux replied, denying that ho had 
long had in his possession documents which 
required the arrest of M. Edmoud Magnier, 
formerly senator for Vur and recently edi- 
tor inohie.f of tho Evenement, who was ro- 
ceutly uentoncod to a term of imprisonment 
for having received part of the profits of tho 
syndicate. Continuing, tho minister of 
justice said that whenever the government 
bolievod it had incriminating evidence it had 
prosocuted the parties involvod. No depu- 
ty, he added, wue included among the guilty 
parties Amid continued Radical interrup- 
tions, SI. Trarieux managed to say In addi- 
tion that several names were known to tho 
government as having figured in tho report 
of tho export, M. Flory, the offioial account- 
ant, who made an inquiry Into the finances 
of tho South of Franco road. Ho was in- 
terrupted by excited voices of " Names, 
names, names." In reply M. Trarieux aaid : 
" Rouvior, Jules Roohe, litionne, Daloniole, 
Eardoux and others." Whon he was ablo to 
mako himself heard, tho minister of justice 
added that tho majority of those whose 
names had baen mentioned had explained 
their position, and ho concluded with tho 
remark : "Tho chamber knows tho truth, 
and if parliament considers its dignity and 
honor compromised tho government will 
join tho' chamber in voting for repressive 
measures, and in tho face of those explana- 
tions a»ka tho chamber for a vota of confi- 
dence." 

The order of the day, pure and simple, 
was then submitted to tho oh imbor and re- 
jected by a vote of 406 to 105. 

M. Huberts then moved that tho chamber 
agree to prohibit members of parliament 
from joining in financial syndicates. The 
motion was aooopted by the premier, M. 
Ribot, and was adopted unanimously. 

Later M. Rounaunot submitted a motion 
demanding that fall light be thrown upon 
the South of France railroad scandals, and 
asked tho government to prosecute chose 
who havo been found to be implicated in 
them, and submitted to the chamber the re- 
port of the export who inquired into the fin- 
ances of the company. 

M. Ribot thereupon aaid it was useless to 
submit the expert's report, and as to the 
proaooutions, he added, tho work of juatlco 
had been acompllahed and could not Da re- 
opened. 

M. Rounaurjet'a motion asking for an ex- 
planation as to the partiality which had 
been shown toward those involved in the 
scandals, claiming that tho authorities had 
been afraid to proeeoute them and demand 
ing that the minister of justice publish the 
documents in the case which were in bia pos 
eeealon, was then adopted by a vote of 275 
to ISO. 

After the adoption of this motion the 
ministers loft tho chamber of deputise in a 
body, amid Ironical ridicule, and went to 
the Elyaee palace, where they handed in 
thoir roaignaoions to President Fauro, who 
accepted them. Tho chamber of deputies 
was adjourned for a week. 

Tho defeat of the government is nob sur- 
prising, in view of tho sweeping ohargea 
made against tho sonatora, deputies and 
even ministers involved, first of all in tho 
Panama canal syndicate, and moro recentiy 
in tho south of France railway management 
acandalB, whioh became publio as the result 
of an investigation made by M. Flory, the 
official accountant of that company, brought 
about, by accusations against various promi- 
nent men mode in tho chamber of deputies 
and by M. Rounaunet, which culminated re- 
cently in the arrest, trial and imprisonment 
of M. Edmond Magnier, formerly senator 
for tho Var and editor-in chief of tho Evene- 
moat, who is said to have received the sum 
of 87,500 franca as part of the profits of the 
syndicate roforrod to. 

Lo Figaro recently said that 
tho following members of the cham- 
ber of doputies who wore members 
of tho South of Franco| railway Byndioato 
mado tho profits Bet against thoir names : 
Jules Roche, 28,000 francs ; M. Ronvier, 
C.850 ; M. Etienno, 3,000 ; M, Daleniele, 
6,000 j M. Pasey, 12,500; M. Lemerirer, 
4,500 Tho Figaro added that theae deputies 
wore not prosecuted because the official ac- 
countant was of the opinion that the forma- 
tion of tho syndicate woo perfeotly regular 
and therefore Its members wore not guilty 
of corruption. It was upon this subjeoo that 
tho dobate arose which eventually resulted 
in tho defeat of tho government, the Iattor 
having control of the railways in Franca. 
Ex Senator Magnier was found guilty of 
corruption in connection with tho adminis- 
tration of the South of France railway oom- 
mittoe, and was sentenced on October 19 to 
a your's imprisonment. 

This story of tho oriais doos not tako Into 
accounb the Madagascar queatlon. Tho 
ministry, was, it is aaid, about to resign on 
the day that Antananarivo was taken, and 
the vlotory gavo M- Ribot and his oolloaguos 
a short leaao of official life. Tho conquest 
of tho Island cost an enormous- sum of money, 
and Madajjaaoir will probably not pay ex- 
penses. Tho Fronoh poaaeaaions in Asia do 
nob. Tho French masses are leas clamorous 



DETERMINED LYNCHERS. 

Foiled In Their Designs Although They Make 
Severn! Attempts to Capture a 
Murderer. 

Tiffin, Ohio, Oot. 28. — A diabolic U at- 
tempt was mado yestorduy morning to lynch 
Lee Martin, a farmer who Bhot and killed 
a marshal who had been sent to arroflt him. 
Ho hod been overpowerod and put in jail, 
and outBido tho prison walls thore soon gath- 
ered a whisky-aoakod and mauincjl mob 
thirsting for hia blood. At tho signal of a 
whistle they made a rush for the jiil doors 
.'100 strong, sledge hammors in hands and 
yelling liko so many Indians. The few po- 
lio :men woro whisked to ono side Iiko strawB. 
One of them was struok on the head with a 
sledge and nearly killed. Tho jiil 
door was broken to splinters in a 
fraction of time ; thero was a 
uild rush and tho hallway was filled with 
oxcited men. Sheriff Vanneat appeared 
abking them for God's sako to diaporse. It 
did no good. Tho entrance to the cell rooms 
is proteotod by a heavy shoot iron door. This 
was broken of! with a few blows, then tho 
guards began to firo. , Thoy say, however, 
the attacking party fired firab. Henry 
Murbslor, tho firot man killed, was tho 
eador of tho mob and carried the ropo. 
Next Christ Mozr received a bullet through 
his heart and was pickod up dead. ThiB 
awful work and tho dotormlnation of the 
guards awed tho lynchora and they left the 
place cursing. Via Vandon, a younp 
Italian laborer, left with tho intention of 
got ting dynamite to blow up tho building. 

Botween three and lour o'clock In tho 
morning after the mob had moved further 
down tho stroot.tho prisoner was handcuffed, 
ekou through a sido door and then to a side 
ley whero a oarrlago was waiting. Police 
'aptaln Falknor and an ctlicor took him to 
Sandusky county as fact as pooalble. At 
10 o'clock tho crowd, numbering two hun- 
dred, who did not believe that tho prisoner 
had been taken away, started to mako an- 
other attack, bub wiser counsel provailed. 
Finally to pacify thorn ono of their number 
who knew tho murderer, was allowed to 
search tho building. Ho did nob find the 
prisoner nud ao informed the crowd, but 
they refused to boliovo him. Then oom- 
pany "E" of tho seoond regiment 
of militia of this oily was callod out 
to guard the building, Again, in the after- 
noon; tho crowd surrounded the place. They 
became so determined that a commlttoo of 
six well known citizens again searched the 
building from collar to garret. Tho crowd 
could nob holp but bo satiefiod and tho 
greater part dispersed, This morning every, 
thing is quiet and it is believed thero will be 
no moro trouble as the oxoitemonb appears 
to havo cooled off. Over 200 guardsmen are 
hero,

THE JINGO POLIOY. 

The Portland Oregoniin is posing just 
now as a tire-eating, anti-British jingo. It 
in the cooloBt way possible assorts tho right 
of the United States to "dominate" this 
continent of North Amerioa, and, by one 
means or another, to sweep everything out 
of tho way that stands in the road of auoh 
domination. 

Here are the introductory senteneen of an 
article in that paper on " Manifest Destiny : 

It is not inconsiderate talk or empty 
bluater to Bay that British domination of the 
northern portion of North America is a 
menace to the United States that some time 
or other muat be withdrawn. This domin 
ation can be extinguished only through the 
independence of Canada or the acquisition 
of Canada by tho United States. Aa an in- 
dependent oountry Canada would be no 
menace to ub. But, bb a dapendenoy of 
Groat Britain, furnishing groat naval sta- 
tions on both our coasts and at our very 
doors, it is a continual menace whloh obligoB 
us to forego the ubo of our proper influence 
in the affairs of the Western hemisphere 
and at tho same timo to take moanuros for 
our protection through the creation of 
navy. 

This is tantamount to saying that the 
United States cannot and will not abide as 
its neighbor any part of a really independ 
oat empire which is able and ready on all 
proper occasions to take its own part 
Canada separate from Groat Britain could 
bo bullied and ooerced into acquieaoenae 
with the polloy of the^United Statoa, what 
over that policy might be ; but Canada aa 
part of the Brltiah Empire cannot be im. 
poaed on, and is thorefore a menace to the 
United Statoa. "The Interests of the 
United Statoa," continues our modest con- 
temporary, " must dominate America, and 
nothing less than the absorption or neutrall 
zjtlon of the country directly adjacent, and 
a virtual proteotorate over all Amerloan 
stateB will Batisfy tho development of whioh 
our national independence was the begin- 
ning, which is hastened on by the later Mon- 
roe doctrine, and which cannot stop ahort of 
the fulfilment of a great national destiny." 

Could national arrogance, inaolonce and 
greed go further thon this? Without con- 
sulting or considering tho rights, tho wiBhos 
or the intoreata of its neighbors, great and 
small, far and noar, tho United States muat 
o'tther gobblo them all up or assumo a pro- 
tectorate ovor thorn. This thon 1b the creed 
of the American jingoes. It is nothing 
moro nor loss than a robber creed : 

" Because tho good old rulo 

Suilicoth thorn, tho simple plan 
That they should luko who have tho power 
And thoy should keep who oan." 



According to thla orood the whole world 
would bo divided between two or throe great 
powers, and national oxistonco would bo do- 
Died communities whioh wore woak in num 
bora and whoso torrltory waB limited. None 
but these robbsr nations would have leave 
to live ; tho oxistonco of an independent 
nation noar their borders would bo a menace 
to them. Fear has always boon tho excuse 
of the oppressor and tho dospoilor. 

But tho world has reason to be thankful 
that tho jingoes cannot have tholr way. 
CiroumBtanooa of oue kind and another 
arrest them in tholr career of robbery, Tho 
Uuited States, for instanoo, oven if thoro 
wore no reaiotanco from without, will have 
onough to do to solve important domestic 
problems, upon tho solution of which 
her ovrn national existence depends, 
without exhausting hor energies in 
ihsnrbing and protooting countries 
which havo no wlah to throw in thuir lot 
with hers and whioh have quito as good a 
right to independence aa alio haB. Tho 
Union haa moro than onco boon in danger of 
dissolution, and if tho statosnion of tho Uni- 
tod States aro not wise and moderate thoro 
Is more likolihood of tho Groat Ropubllo 
shattering into fragments than of its taking 
under its rulo and protootlon all tho statoB 
and depondonclos in America. 

It Ib ImpoBsiblo to Gnd out what propor- 
tion of the Amerloan peoplo chorlah the do- 
signs and ambitions of tho jlngoos or how 



far tho jingoes themselves are In earnest. 
But it la hard to bolieve that a majority of 
them are ao destitute of principle and devoid 
of common sense aa the Portland Oregonian 
and nowopapers of that olaaa would have 
the world believe. 



LA U BIERS ■ PERFORMANCES. 

Mr. Liurler's porformuncea in Ontario as 
u means of amusement appear to have been 
BuccaBBful. Peeple went to hear tho silver- 
tongued orator as they would go to hear a 
oonoert or to see a performer on tho tight 
rope. The performances pleased and amused 
them, but they do not appear to havo bsen 
in tho leaBt instructive, politically or other- 
wlae. Tho organs of the opposition aa in 
duty bound pralaod their Leader's epooohes 
to tho Bkius but their political articles do not 
appear to be in tho slightest degroo enriched 
by his discourses, He haa not given tho 
Grit newspaper men a now idea or oven a 
happy phrase ; but ho has given them no 
end of trouble In trying to .load 
thoir readers to bolieve that Mr. 
Laurier said eomothing when ho really aaid 
nothing, and that he talks to tho people of 
Ontario in the sumo way as ho talks to tho 
people of Quebec After all that tho Lead- 
er of tho Opposition haB aaid about the Man- 
itoba school quoBtlon tho honest Grit editor 
ia atill puzzled to explain exactly where he 
atandB. Is ho for interforonco with Mani- 
toba or does ho condemn interference in toto! 
Tho Quebec Liberals believe that Laurier, 
if he had the power, would not root until 
what thoy boliovo to be juBtico is done tho 
Manitoba minority, and that ho would not 
hesitate to appoul to tho Federal 
Parliament for that juatioa If it 
could not bo obtained from the Gov 
crnmcnt of Manitoba. Tho Ontario editor 
does not like to say what he thinks of Mr 
Laurier's attitude on that very important 
queBtlon. When hard pressed he oxpressos 
himself almost as indefinitely as hia Leader, 
and thon turna round and abuses his Con 
aorvatlvo contemporary for hia stupidity in 
not understanding what is so very clear or bis 
dlahonoBty in pretending not to aoo what ia 
as plain as a pike staff. On the trade question 
Mr. Laurier is more at soa than over. He 
Ib very far, indeed, from being an out-and 
out free trader, and but little ia aaid by 
him now about free trade as thoy have It in 
England. The truth aooms to bo that Mr. 
Laurier ia not so much a trimmor as he Is a 
dodger, and those whoso business it is to 
uphold tho dodger find the task noither easy 
nor pleaaant. 

A CONFESSION. 

This is how the Toronto Mail and Empire 
meets the accusation of stupidity beaiuae it 
Ib unable, aftor all that Mr. Laurlor has aaid 
on the school question, to eee oxactly where 
he stands and what ho la driving at : 

" Mr. Laurier having now spoken at 
about eight meetings in tho fair Province of 
Ontario, the Manitoba Free Press is of 
the opinion that * even the Toronto Mall 
and Empire should be able by this timo to 
suspect where the Liberal leader stands on 
tbe Manitoba school question.' It is cer- 
tainly not pleasant to be branded as dense 
and stupid as the Free Press probably well 
knows, but failuro to acquire tho knowledge 
in question is perhaps pardonable, Mr 
Laurier's extraordinary faculty of standing 
In a poaltiou that is in aocord with the atti- 
tude of the one particular audlencs that he 
is addressing produces an amount of oonfu 
alon and uncertainty that oven the Mail and 
Empire Bomotimes cannot clear away." 

THE SOUTH AFRICAN ROOM. 



Almoat everyono has been for tho last 
month or two expecting daily to hear of the 
utter collapso of the extraordinary Kaffir 
boom. But they have boon agrooably dis- 
appointed. The inflation of South African 
mining stook has boon arrestod and thero 
has been somo depreciation but tho " col- 
lapse " haa not oomo yet. Tho reason of 
thla la, as we take it, that the rlohneea of the 
South African gold tielda ia not purely 
imaginary. They are in faot extonaive and 
very produotivo. The speculations have a 
solid basia. " Tho property represented by 
tho aharos," says Harper's Weokly, " ac- 
cording to honest and capablo onglnoors 
who have ex".^?ned it, is of enormous 
valuo. The Wi'owuteraand formation 
ia moro than fifty mileB long and tho works 
of tho mines extend ever twenty miles of 
this distance Thero aro employed about 
tho works 50,000 native and 8,000 European 
minerB, and thero aro 2,700 stamps in oper- 
ation. Moreover, this body of ore, which ia 
moro equally distributed than the ore of 
any othor gold region in tho world, ahowB 
no signs of decreasing, and Dr. Sohweiaaer 
and Mr. Hamilton Smith, the exports who 
examined tho mines, estimate tho value of 
the geld In tho Witwatorsrand district at 
botween £.'100,000,000 and JKISO.OOO.OOO. 
Bosidos, tho profits of working aro onor- 
mous, especially Binco tho application of 
what is known as tho ayanido prooosB of 
extraction, which saves from 80 to 85 por 
cent, of the gold instead of the 50 por con t. that 
waa tho rule undor tho old systems. Never- 
theless neither the wealth of tho roglon nor 
the profit at which tho mining ia aarried on 
sustains tho prices that havo beon obtained 
for tho shares in tho London market. Tho 
writor in tho Nineteenth Century estimates 
that if next yoar the minos make a profit 
of £3,500,000, or £1,000,000 moro than tho 
total profit of 1894, tho dividends would bo 
only '2$ per cant, on tho markot prlceB of 
tho aharoB in Soptombor, when speculation 
was at Its hoight. 

It ia fortunato for British Columbia that 
tho Kaffir boom has not ended in a 
oollapao, causing diaaator and spread- 
ing oonatornation among tho invest- 
ing classes in all parts of the world. 
If this had boon the caao, confidence in 
mining enterprises would bo complotoly un- 
dermined and it would be impossible to ob- 
tain the capital nocoosary to dovolop the 
gold fields of this Province, the proapocts of 



whioh are at thla moment ao bright. If 
Alberni turns out as it promises thero will 
bo In this Province, and in the moat favor- 
able situation that oan be well imagined, 
gold fields of very groat richness. The de- 
velopment work that is going on in that dis- 
trict is watohed with great intereat by 
thoueands in the Provinco and outside of it. 
No one can aa yet tell what Ilea below the 
surfaco, but if indications that can bo Been 
go for anything shares in Alberni mines will 
beforo long ba eagerly Bought after. 



MONTREAL CENTRE. 

Tho election of Dr. Guerin for Montreal 
Lentro is by no means a Liberal victory. 
That gcntloman is a Liboral, it ia true, fit 
he no doubt owed hia election to Conserva- 
tive support. The Montroal Star, which ia 
not Liberal or anything like Liberal, in a 
party aense, was Dr. Guerin'a strongest ad- 
vocate. That paper opposed tho Provincial 
Government luoauao it believed that its 
financial policy ia bad. Thia la how it com- 
mented upon Dr. Guerin'a roturn the day 
aftor the election : — 

Premier Tallinn and likewiao Treasurer 
Taillon now knowa the opinion of Montreal 
on tho selling of provincial bonds at 77, on 
tho r j isotion of Montreal's minister and on 
loading this city with the financiul bur Jens 
of tho provinco. Tho protest ontored against 
tho course taken by the Provincial Ministry 
sinco tho rookloaa element securod poasosBion 
of tho robin waaomphatio and unmistakable. 
In a constii u'.'coy where largo majorities are 
not the rule and whouce Mr. Da Boucher- 
villo waa sont a supporter for his policy of 
retrenchment in '9:2 by ono of over 400, tho 
antl-Taillon candidate ia now elected by a 
majority of over 1:200. It ia true that a 
lightor voto was cast yoatorday than at tho 
goncral oleotion, but tbe losa was entiroly 
confined to Mr. McDonnell's column. 



AUCTION BALES. 



A QUESTION OF BOODLE. 

Accusations of corruption, whothor truo 
or falBe, wore the oauao of tbo resignation of 
the French ministry. Charges of boodling 
are in theBe days freely bandied about In tho 
Fronoh Legislature. Both senators and 
momborB of tbe Chamber of Deputies aro 
Involved in tho ecandala that were vontilat- 
od on Monday, Railroad SyndioatoB of 
which deputioa and senators woro mombora 
woro formed and profiia which do not appear 
to have beonearnod were divided among the 
momborB. The acceptance of these dividends 
is rogardod as an act of corruption by tho ma- 
jority of the Chamber. Few details arogiven, 
but it seems that a considerable part of tbe 
monoy stolen by the Panama Canal thievoa 
waa invested in railroads In tho South of 
France. The refusal of the Government to 
proaooute alleged offenders appeara to have 
been tho oaueo of the adverao voto in tho 
Chamber of Deputies and the resignation of 
the Ministry. Ministries in France have of 
late yeara beon very ahort lived. The 
Minlatry which has juat resigned held office 
for somewhat moro than nine months. The 
changes, howevor, aro very little more than 
new ahulllos of the political paok. Thero 
are no parties In Franoe in tho British 
sense. The membora are divided into 
group?, and it ia a new and often unlooked 
for combination of some of those groups 
that cauaea the defeat of the Ministry. 
When the present agitation is over matterB 
will settle down for a whilo until a new 
combination is formed against tho Govern 
mont whioh on some question, very likely 
not of the first importance, will effect its 
downfall.

APPEARANCES WERE DECEITFUL 

Mrs. Flike Supposed to Have Died in Abject 
Poverty tossesed of Nearly $1,500 

Mrs. Hannah Flike, whose sudden doniise 
shooked Victorians on Monday, died of con- 
traction of tho heart. Tho post mortom cx- 
aminabion held by Dr, Lang revealed a con- 
traction of the valve of the heart botween 
the left upper and lower ohumbera, and 
events subsequent bo the death indicato that 
the " heart contraction " waa of some otand- 
ing." 

Mra. Hannah Fliko livod in a moan little 
oottago on View street— No. 30 — and waa 
looked upon as a hard working woman, re- 
ceiving few of fortune's smilea. Accompan- 
ied by her hutbind Bhe oame to Viotoria 
•omo elx years ago. Tho tragic caving In of 
tho outer wharf, one year later, rondered 
her a widow, siuco which time aho haB been 
oompolled to do her own wrestling with the 
world for a living. An olderly, undoraized 
woman, dressed In shabby garmentB Indicat- 
ing a closo acquaintance with poverty, her 
figure will bo rememborod by many by 
reason of hor aprightly walk. She worked 
us a seamstross in her cottage, and was not 
considered an undeserving object) of assist- 
anoe by thoBo of tho philanthropic mind, a 
oonvicclon whloh was invariably strength- 
ened upon a vMt to hor cheerless home. 
Two years ago Mrs. Fltko's mother resided 
in Victoria, but mother and daughter were, 
it waa oaid, bo poor that the mother waB 
forced to reside in the refuge homo. She 
loft this establishment a year ago, taking 
passage for some plaao in Orogon, whore it 
was supposed sbo had a son living. She did 
nob roviait her daughter. 

On Monday there was no sign of life 
around tho littlo View stroot oobtogo. The 
busy little woman was not in evidence as 
usual, and when tho day wore on into tho 
afternoon, some of tho neighbors thought it 
well to notify tho police anil ascertain what 
had becoma of the occupant of No. 30 
Police Oonatablo Mouatt was Bont to tho 
houso. As the door wbb lookod, ha waB 
forced to outer tho cottago through tho 
window, In tho diemal littlo kitchen ho 
found tho body of Mra. Flike lying on the 
iloor, Grossed aa aha ususl'y appeared on the 
stroot. Thore waB no ovldonoes of violence, 
i>nd the conclusion of dcHh from Datural 
causes waa oaslly arrived at. Tho busy 
little woman was gono, and ovoryone sym- 
pathized with hor past struggles. 

To moet tho oxpon°es of a burial there 
was talk of a collection, bub tho police ron- 
dered this Btop unnecessary. Sergeant 
Hauton and Constable Mouatt were com- 
missioned to Boaroh tho cottage for traces of 
relatives of the deceased. Thoy found one 
letter from a daughtor, but aa only the 
Chriatian name was aigned, it did nob fur- 
nish much of a clue. In a large, strong 
trunk they also found tho widow'a " mite." 
Among other woaring apparel was a sub- 
stantial waist, into which were quilted 
several hundred dollars in gold. Rolled 
around the waisb waB a " gunny " Back wibh 
gold sufficient In it to bring the amount up 
to §1,020. There waa alao a "gunny " saok 
with a silver lining, amounting to §375,75 
and a smaller sack into which were rolled 
bank noteB to tho valuo of §69, making the 
grand total $1,461.75, plus a bogus half dol- 
lar whloh was aonfljoated. When thoae dis- 
coveries were made known the charitable 
loab heart in tho matter of oollooting funeral 
expenses, and the latter will doubtlosa be 
paid by the publlo adminlatrator, to whom 
tho §1,464 75 haa been turned over by the 
police. 

At the inquest held by Coroner Crompton 
In tho court yesterday afternoon no light was 
thrown upon the death. A jury of John 
Meldram (foreman), Donald Lindaay, John 
Young, Donald Grant, Thomas Gadsby and 
A. M. Carpenter viewed the body ab the 
morgue, Thny liatnnnd to Dr. Ling's testi- 
mony. It waB that the heart valve botween 
bhe left, upper and lower chambers waa very 
muoh contruotod — a common form of heart 
disease. His opinion waa that this waa the 
cause of death. The jury returned a ver- 
dicb accordingly.

SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 



Steamer "Chilcat" Reaches Seattle 
AftL-r Being ou the Bocks in 
TouRan Narrow?. 

Capt Hooper of tho U. S. Cutter Rush 
Comliip; to Victoria— The 
" Quadra." 



With two holes in her starboard aide, 
crudoly patched, considerable water in hor 
hold, and with machinery runty and oabin 
water-soaked, the steamor Chilkat, which 
wont on the rooks near Kitohikan, Alaska, 
on Soptomber 28 and remainod partly sub- 
merged for eighteen daya, Btoamod slowly 
into port yesterday aftornoon, says the 
Seattle PoBb-Intollifioncer, and tied up at 
Caine'B dock. Capt. McAllop, who Btuck 
to the ship until alio was Bafoly lloatod was 
on the bridge. The day after the wreok the 
oaptaln and nine of the orew c»mo on to this 
oily for appliauooB to float tho Btoamer, and 
whon rhoy returned to Kitohikan on Octo- 
ber 10 thoy found the steamer in tho sumo 
position as when thoy loft. It took seven 
days to preparo cedar logs and got thorn in 
position to raise tho boat, but on tho even- 
ing of October 17 sho waa floated. Tho day 
following the Willapa. camo ulong, pumped 
her out and towed her to Kitohikan, whero 
aho waB placed on a Band boaoh. There 
wore two largo holea in tho starboard Bide, 
tho keel was badly torn, tho stern damaged 
and tho boat gonerully atralnod. Crude ro 
pairs were made, a largo pump placed on 
tho after deck, and tho boat again floated, 
Tho trip to this port waa begun on tho ufter 
noon of Octobor 21. During tho time the 
crow waB camped on tho shores wolves wore 
very troublesomo ; they came around in 
droveB, and mado tho night hideous. He 
says tho crow had but lictlo sloop during 
the eighteen nights spent on tho rocky 
boaoh." In tho hold of tho Chilkat wore 
stored 2,500 oases of Balmon, whlah was 
more or loss damaged by water. The 
steamor is to bo placed on tho marino ways 
at Morun's yard for a thorough overhauling 

CONCERNING THE " ((UADRA." 

In connootlon with tho roscuo of tho Do 
minion steamor Quadra on Sunday last thore 
will probably be no charge made for tho ser- 
vice of tho American tug Soa Lion. She 
waa passing in sight of Fulford roof ab a 
time when moro assistance was required, 
and being disappointed in gettincr a local 
3teamer Captain Gaudin signalled her. The 
tug immediately responded, and running 
alongside the Quadra hor skipper proffered 
to lend any assistance he could free of ooat, 
provided bia aotion were sanotionc d by the 
agont of tho tug at Port To wnaond, which 
ho felt confidenb would bo tho case. It ib 
the practice of American steamboat mon to 
act in bhla way towards any of their own 
vessels, whose business ia to render aid like 
tho Quadra to navigation. To inturo him 
aolf, however, agalnat poaaible trouble, Capt 
Gaudin made an agreomont with the tug 
captain, but only an a safeguard, as tho 
latter waa determined on doing 
for the Quadra what he would 
unhesitatingly have done for an Americin 
veesol similar to the Quadra. Tho Quadra 
leaves bhla morning for Portlock Point, 
where the new lighthouse just completed 
will bo placod in service and preparations 
made for tho first appearand of its llghb on 
November 1, under the management of Mr, 
Richardson, the newly appointed keeper. 
The Quadra will very shortly go out of 
commlBsion and upon undergoing her an 
nual overhaul the part of hor bottom which 
camo in contact with the rocks wiii be tho 
roughly examined. Captain Gaudin was 
unable to Btato yesterday whother or nob 
there would bo an investigation into the ao 
cidenb. He said the report of the affair had 
been forwarded to Ottawa and it will reBt 
with the authorities there to determine the 
question. 

THE SEIZED SEALERS 

A San Francisco dispatch Baya : "Captain 
C. L. Hooper, of the revenue cutter Richard 
Rush, haa gone to Viotoria to attend tho 
trial of the British vessels which were seized 
in Behring aea for violating the Bealiug laws 
The trial of tho schooners E. K. Marvin and 
Beatrice will be held before a British court of 
admiralty, and it Ib understood,Capt. Hoopor 
reoeived an order from Washington to loavo 
for the North as soon us possible. The out- 
come of the investigation will be watched 
with interest by tho American authorities, 
tho latter having similar caeca on their own 
hands. Tho Britishers are charged with 
uBiag firearms in the sea, and tho Americans 
seized from thia port are charged with illegal 
hunting outside tho sea. Tho oaptaina of 
the veBsela owned in San Francisco, on their 
return this soaaon, complained bitterly of 
the discrimination of the U~. S. revenuo cub 
ters in favor of the Victoria aoalers. " In 
connection with this dinpatch it might bo 
interesting to know thut one of tho Amori 
can oaptainB who commanded a San Francis- 
co sealing vessol thia year is now In tho oity 
and if what he has to say la in accord with 
what othor captains havo taid tho Viotoria 
sealora have little to feor.

BDTTER AND FRUIT. 

Prof. Robertson Itprominoiids an Interchange 
of Manitoba Dairy Trod nets For Brit- 
ish Colombia Kruit. 

la conversation wit h a repreiontatlve of 
the Nor'- Wester, Prof. Robertson, dairy 
commissioner, said : 

1 The impression haa gono cui In seme 
quarter that 11 .it tab. Columbia fruib ia 
superb only in s'zi and shape, I found the 
qiallry and color moat cucollont. Large 
areas of now orchards have been planted out 
of recent years and with tho best varieties. 
It haB baen suggested that sample cara of as- 
sorted fruit bo sent eastward for display and 
competition at tho exhibition, to demon- 
strate tho good quality of flavor and fl;Bh. 
Liko most mon from Eastern Canada, I had 
heard British Columbia fruib damnod by 
tho faint Draise of saying it looked nioa but 
had no flavor. I found lb to tuBto os it 
looked, and the color cf tho apploB, par- 
ticularly In tho interior, was lnstroua and 
high beyond what I had seen olsowhoro. I 
am hopeful of a largo intorprovinclal trudo 
in tho near futuro. When British Colum- 
bians Bond ono hundred dollars south for 
California butter, the ono hundred dollars 
cm stay down there, and whon Manltobana 
send ono hundred dollars south for fruit, 
tho money stays down thore. 

"When both butter und fruit arc oaten the 
country is two hundred dollars poorer in 
money and tho poople havo nothing but the 
memory of satisfaction in citing to show for 
it. If British Columbiana would noud their 
hundred dollars to Manitoba for butter, and 
MauitcbanB would send their hundred dol 
lara to British Columbia for fruit, tho eaterH 
In both cases would got hotter quality, rr.oro 
satisfaction in eating, and wo in Canada 
would have both hundreds of dollars besides. 
If tho hundreds >.i dollars wero multiplied 
several thousand times over, tho principle 
would bo tho same and tho gain to the people 
of both provinces so much greater. Cold 
storage servloe on tho railway, a cold storage 
wurehouae at Winnipog and perhaps somo 
othor points would groatly facilitate the Bafo 
and profitable development cf both bud- 
noBSeB. Tho growing ol hope is also a prom 
ising branch of farming in British Columbia 
and tho crop ia unusually large and of very 
suporlor quality. Thia yoar tho prico is 
very low. I staid over a few days in the 
Calgary diotriot. Tho pork factory at Cal 
gary Ib importing about SI, 000 worth of fat 
hogs weekly from Manitoba. 

'•At Moose Jaw I vlsitod tho dairy eta 
tion whioh is under my control there. The 
output of buttor in that district, which waa 
alwayB spoken of as unBultable for dairying, 
will roach tho value of $10,000 thia eeaBon, 
and from inquiries made of the farmerB, I 
am confident tho output next aoaBOn from 
tho Moose Jaw croumery will roach 100,000 
pounds of buttor. Tho cattlo and dairying 
industries in Manitoba and tho torritorios 
are aeauming largo proportions and it ap- 
pears to me that they give a stability to the 
proaperity of tho farmers whioh grain grow- 
ing alone would not impart. They do nob 
noooBsarily interfere with, bub will promote 
tho extension of profitable grain culture, 
wherover tho climate la suitable for that. 

"I noiiced from the car windowa large 
areaa blackenod from prairie firos. Every 
possible precaution shou'd bo taken to pro 
vent them. Thoy Burely lesson tho value of 
the land for cattle ronohing, even whore they 
do no tmmediato destruction by tho burning 
of fenoes or crops. Horeaftor the dairying 
service will be abln to spare more men and 
holp to assist in the development of dairy- 
ing in the west than haB been practicable 
hitherto."

PRIVATE BILLS. 



rpO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
-L poraona who propose to Introduce Privato 
BHIb at tho next session of tho LoRislaturo, tho 
Snoakor haa directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which explains tho dlatinct 
Ivo character of such meaauros : 

Kvory Bill for the particular Interest or bon 
cflt of any poraon or poraona Is troatcd In Par- 
liament as a Privato Bill. Whether It bo for 
tho intorost of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or othor 
locality, it, la equally distinguished from a 
meaBuro of public policy, in which tho wholo 
community aro Interested ; and thia distinc- 
tion ia marked by tho solicitation of Privato 
Billa by tho partiea thomsolves whoao Intoresta 
aro concornod. By tho standing orders of tho 
IIoubo all Privato Bllla, or Bills to amond tho 
Bamo, aro required to bo brought In upon peti- 
tion, and tho payment of feos by tho promoters 
Is anindiupensablo condition to thoir progroen. 
Public Bills to amond Privato Bills can bo in- 
troduced by a momber of tho Government, but 
not by a privato member.

You may niako your mind easy on that 
point, Miss Hunter. Thu man will not 
reappeor," said Vavasour decisively . 

"Who Is he? What is the mystery? Is 
It something dreadful? For heaven 's sake, 
explain," chorused the ladies. 

Vavasour was human. Ho had boon 
ruthlessly thrown over for this hotel ac- 
quaintunoo, this supposed French noble- 
man.

To the Editor : — In reply to some re- 
marks I made on tho abovo subject In your 
columns, Mr. Shakespeare, the poatmastor, 
writes to Bay that I " havo been misinform- 
ed, for thoro is not a word of truth in tho 
article referred to from beginning to end." 

Absence from tho city proventod my at 
onco answering that statement, but since 
my return, I havo vorlfiod one part of my 
information and corrected another part, 
spoke of tho duration of uninterrupted sor- 
vleo aa being from 8 In tho morning until 
7:.'i01ntho evening.

DEFENCE OF DURRA.NT. 

General Dickenson Concludes His Argument 
mid Urges the Jurors to Disregard Pub- 
lic Clamor— Deuprey's Appeal. 

San Frakcisco, Oct. 25. — General Dick- 
enson resumed his argument on behalf of the 
defendant this morning. Ho blamod the 
pollco for not making a cloaor examination 
of tho belfry where Miss Lament's body was 
found. The examination, ho said, might 
hive shown aomo oluo that would havo put 
them on the track of tho roal murdoror In- 
scoad of compelling thorn to aoouao an inno- 
cent man of tho ctlmo. With reforonco to 
Martin Quinlan, bo said he boliovod thofict 
had boon established that Qulnlan's testi- 
mony was not worthy of ballot. Oppon- 
holm's testimony was picked to pieces, 
and tho conclusion drawn waa that Oppun- 
helm waa not tolling the truth. Phillips, who 
corroborated Oppouheim'B testimony, was 
said to havo "bo bad a reputation at Via- 
toria, B.(J ," that little credenco should bo 
given to what he said. 

Mr. Dickenson eald ho had but littlo to 
any about tho testimony of Miss Cunning- 
ham ; ho said ho prt forred that she should 
bo convicted of treaohory and deceit by 
wordB thab oame from her own mouth. He 
said her Btory waa unnatural, impoBBlble, 
disconnected and abaolutoly untrue, and he 
olosed by appoaling to tho jury bo bear in 
mind that tho Btrength of a ohaln of circum- 
stantial evidence waa only equal to tho 
weakoab link. 

Tho pivotal poinb in tho whole case, he re- 
peated, waa Dr, Cheney's roll call, which 
shows that Durrant was ab the Cooper Mod- 
leal Collego on bho afternoon that Blanche 
Lamont waa murdered. The whole caao 
centerod around tho roll call, whloh ho bo 
lieved was amply corroborated by Dr. Che- 
ney and tho student who ;called the roll. 
He said that tho prosecution bad produced 
no testimony which proved that Durrant, 
whose oharaotor had boon good all hla llfo, 
had been suddonly transformed into a mon- 
ster, when it ie alleged ho strangled Miss 
Lamont. Ho urgod tho jury to disregard 
publio clamor and tho oplnlono of tho press 
in arriving at a conclusion, and then ho said 
tho defence would bo Batiefied, no matter 
what tho verdict might be. 

Whon Attorney D^uproy appeared ab tho 
afternoon session, to make the closing argu- 
ment for the defence, ho was aaoompaniod 
by his wife, a nurso and his physician. Ho 
tooked weak from tho effects of his recont 
Illness ai d by permission of the court ad- 
dressed tho jury while Boated. Mr. Deu- 
proy's impaired physical condition was ap- 
parent in his argument which was a disap- 
pointment. It ib generally considered bhat 
the case would have been just as strong if 
he had submitted ib at tho oloso of General 
Dickenson's address without further argu- 
ment. Mr. Dauprey said that no evidence 
had been introduced which he believed es- 
tablished tho fac. thab Durranb had strangled 
Miss Lamont The samo amount of cnorgy 
directed tc-' idB casting suspicion on Rev 
J. Goorgp U.bson, he boliovcd, would have 
develop. <i aa strong a caao against bhe 
olergyniun, Ab bbe Bamo time Mr. Ducprey 
expressed his belief thab Rov. Mr. GlbBon 
had no conneobion with the crime. 

District Attorney Barnes will begin his 
closing argumonb for tho prosecution to- 
morrow morning. 

The close of tho arguments for tho do- 
fonco in the trial of Theodore Durranb to- 
day was marked by tho groateBb orowd 
which ever {struggled for admission to a 
murder trial in this city. Tho judge, court 
officers, jurors and attorneys struggled for 
nearly an hour in a surging throng which 
crowded tho corridors leading to tho court 
room. The sheriff and his deputies were 
not able to control the crowd and a requisi- 
tion waB made on tho chiof of police for a 
tquad of twenty men. Ropea woro strotchod 
across the corridors and effort made to keep 
tho people people back, but tho ropea were 
brushed aeido as eaBily aa pieces of twine 
might have been. Tho afternoon session 
was several timoe interrupted by bho abouts 
of tho officors and the crieB of women, and 
the court ordorcd the sheriff to arreat the 
persona who shoubod.

DR. ROBERT BROWN. 

Death of a Valued Scientist Who Formerly 
Resided lu British Columbia. 

London,, Oct. 29 — Dr. Robert Brown ia 
doad. Robert Brown (" CamsterUnus "), 
n'as born at Campator Cathene, Maroh 23, 
1842. Ho waa educated ab bho Unlvorsiby 
-jf Edinburgh, and in tho European univer- 
sities. Between 18U3 and 18GIS ho travollod 
for scientific purposes in many of tho least 
known parts of Amorica and Borne of the 
Pacific ialanda, and from the Woat Indloa 
and Venezuela to Alaeka and tho Hohrlng 
sea coast aa botanist in tho British Colum- 
bia expedition and commander of tho Van- 
oonver island exploring oxpodition, during 
which he charted all the interior 
of tho Vancouvor then known. In 
1807 ho visited Greenland and 
formod thero theoretical conclusions re- 
garding the nature of tho island ice, after- 
warda confirmed by Nanson and Peary. 
Sinco then Dr. Brown has travelled exten- 
sively and has boon engaged in educational 
work. Ho was an honorary and ordinary 
member of many learned societies in Eng- 
land and Amorica and on tho continent, of 
many of which ho waa an officer. Dr. Brown 
resided in this provinoo for aomo yoara in 
the early sixtioB,

The Preseifce of Canadian Police on 
the Alaskan Frontier Worri.t'8 
Washington Officials. 

Behrirjir Sea Convention to Open To- 
day—Arrival of Canadian 
Ministers- 



Washington City-, Out. 29 —Tho Alaska 
boundary lino question will bo forced to a 
speedy termination by the action of Canada, 
If not by soino diplomatic movo on tho part 
of Secretary of Stato Olney. It is announced 
thab the Dominion govornmenb intends to 
diroot tho mounted police to aBaumo control 
of the irontior along tho Canadian boundary 
of Alaeka, with powor to collect cuatomB 
duty and to hold courts-martial to try 
criminal cases. Tho American and Cana- 
dian boundary linea aro in eotfliot bb to 7 ."! 
miles of torrltory along tho Yukon river on 
the oast and west line. The disputed terri- 
tory embraces tho mouth of Forty-milo 
orook, through which access Is had to the 
valuable placer minea at rbo headwaters of 
that atream. Tho Canadian police, in car- 
rying out their instructions, will doubtless 
as?umo jurisdiction up to tho lines of the 
Canadian survey, and eoveral thousand 
American minors, who will bo in that rogion 
will be suiijoob to their uutbority. 

Secretary Olnoy, it is thought, in view of 
tho more or lesa serious character of tho 
situation, will mako somo effort to bring up 
tho disputo at tho Bobriug sea conference 
next week. In caeo of trouble along the 
frontier in tho Yukon region, tho United 
Statea district attorney ab Siika has tho 
authority to employ doputy marshals to pro- 
servo law and order, but it would take 
soveral months for tho uowb of the distur 
banco to roach him at Sitka and for his 
orders to be carried into tlTeot. Officials of 
tho department of justice said that ho would 
not have tho powor to placo men along the 
line for pollco duty or any other purpose ex 
ocpt on special occasions, such as a riob. If 
this bo bho caao, prompb action by congress 
this winter will be nooessary to romedy tho 
difficulties, and ib is understood a bill will 
bo introduced to provide Alaska with a 
more perfect form of govornmont. 

Sir Mackerzlo Bowoll, promiorof Canada, 
and Sir Charles Hibbert Tuppor, minister of 
justice, who aro here to attend the Behring 
pea convention, were prosented to Seoretary 
Olnoy yeBtorday afternoon. Thoy woro aa 
compacted by Sir Julian Pauncefoto and 
tho members of tho British embassy. Sir 
Julian was seriously indisposed with gout, 
bub in view of tho arrival of the ctlicial vis 
itoro from Canada, took part in the preaon 
tation. The conforonco lasted an hour and 
a half, and took placo In Secretary OIney'a 
oflioo. It was stated that the two Uana 
diana were preaent simply to advlao Sir 
Julian Paunoefnte in tho discussion of tho 
eottloment of tho British claims ; that no 
formal commission had yet been decided 
upon, and thab the proceodlogs ao far were 
simply preliminary in oharacter. Tho state 
department has not yob announced any of 
tho details of bho convention. The first ses- 
sion will bo held on Wednesday, if Sir 
Julian's condition permits of his proceeding. 
No memorandum or brieffl have been filed 
by bhe British representatives as to tho 
amount of their claim, and ib is said that 
this will await tho opening of tho conven 
tion, Tho original claim for Behring Bea 
seizures exceodB SI, 000,000.

Havana, Oct. 29.— Lieutenant of Volun- 
teers Borna, with a dotachment of twenty 
troops, recently B' prised an insurgent band 
ab Aceau, ab t'.e farm of Luisa, killing five 
of thorn and taking three rifleB. The prison 
at Santa Clara is overflowing, and twenty 
prisoners confined bhere havo been reloasod 
A numbor of InoondiaricB, who wero also 
among tho prisoners, havo been sonb to Clon 
fuegoB. Tho insurgents have burned the 
plantation of San Rafael, in tho district of 
Remedies.

Tho presidfnt of tho Red Cross society, 
the Marquis Piuar dol Ric, accompanied by 
Gen. ArdcrluB, opened a fair last ulglu to 
assist tho work of tho Red Cross society. 
The Miirjulu of BU Balboa, SantoB Gazo- 
niau and Do'ven Blancho, Corugedo, and all 
of thoelito of Havana society wero present. 
The Spmish casino, whero the fair waa held, 
provfd too small to contain all tho people. 

Chief Muez, with 200 inmrgei t', attackrd 
the village of Abreua, in tho distriot of 
CUnfuegoa. They burned ono store and one 
oitizm was killed and one volunteer wound- 
od. Tho insurgents retired upon tho ap- 
proach of tho troopB. Lieut. Molando of 
tho battalion Canada, at La Jaa, while labor- 
ing undor Btrong mental excitement, wound- 
ed threo soldiers, one of tbem seriously. Ho 
was imprisoned uud thereupon committed 
suicide, 

Tho gunboat Caridad, which was sunk 
off Cardenas, province of Matanzic, has 
been put afloat and her onginee havo been 
found to have been damaged. Gen. Campos 
haB aignod the aontonce of death of a soldier 
who doaorted to tho insurgents and waa 
afterwards captured. Tho mayor of Que- 
madoa Guinoar, district of Sagua, with a 
force of twenty men, fired upon u band 
of sixty Insurgents, who rotreatad. Tho 
force of Capb. Mala, at the plantation of 
ludio, district of Sagna, has captured 
twenty wounded insurgonts. 

Madrid, Oob. 29 —A dispatch to tho Im- 
paroial from Havana contains an Interview 
with Gen. Campos in which ho saysthat tho 
United States will recognize tho insurgents 
bb belligerents wheii it suits her internation- 
al policy. The prospect hiB not alarmed 
him, ho says, for Spain would thou know 
exactly how matterB stood. 

Tampa, Oct. 29 —A libol information was 
rocontly filed iu ths north district of Flori- 
da at Tallahasaoo against arms, ammunition 
and Drovisiono seized ab Cedar Keya, Aug- 
usb 28, praying for their forfeiture to tho 
govornmenb on account of their intended use 
in an expedition against Spain. Attorneys 
of the placo filod oxcoptions to the libol on 
tho ground that thoro is no United States 
Btatuto providing for confiscation of proper- 
ty whero it is intended for ouch purpoacs. 
Tho property selz;d consists of 190 Reming- 
ton carbines, 100 cavalry swords, 225,000 
Winchester cartridges, 53 kuapaacks, and a 
largo BBBortmeub of provisions.
